VVhilc theſe things were thus adoing in 
the towne,the King of Nauarre and the prince 
of Conde, whome the King had lodged inhys 
owne caſtle of the Louure, were by the kings 
commaundement ſentfor and conueyed vnto 
him. Buttheir company , their ſeruitouts of 
their chamber, their friends reteining to them, 
their ſcholemaiſters, and thoſe that had the 
bringing vp of them,crying outalowdetothe 
Kings fidelitie for ſuccoure,werethruſt out of 
the chambers,and by the kings guard of Swit= 
zers hewed in pieces and ſlaughtered in the 
kings owne ſight.

IVhereby hauing in the Jate yeares, ſpecially 
bythe defence of the towne of Saint John 
d Angeli,which the King then beſt eged,gorten 
at honoure of cheualrie, he was thoughte 
very well beloued and hiely eſteemed of the 
King. Him and Leranne the ſonne of Odou, 
by theF rench Kings commaundement(which 
was not then Vaderfioode whereto it tended) 
the King of Nauarre had ſtayed ina wardrobe | 
adioyning to his owne raph and cauſed 
them to Jodoet there al night.

_ ende hadthis molt valiante and noble gentle= 

man.And then his body was throwen into the 
 quarrey with the reſt, whiche when they that 
paſſed by did behold, the ſouldiers cryed our, 
there they be that made aſſault ypon vs, and 
would haue killed the King., Leranne beeing 
thruſt through with a {word, eſcaped and ran 
iatothe Queene of Nauarres chamber, and 
was by hir kept and preſerued fromthe vio 
lence of thoſe thatpurſued him.

The next day following, wheol any thathad 


hidden themſclues in corners at Paris coulde

For ithath ben 
the cuſtome now lately of certaine Kings of 
Fraunce (ſuch as among forein nations hath 
not bene heard of )to putto ſale allthe profits, 
rights,and benefites of the crowne,andto kepe 
an open market for money, of all iudicallof- 
fices, and of allthe roomes belonging to his 
treaſure and finances, according toa rate of 
price ſetvpon euerie one of them: and there is 
notin maner one inall Fraunce, thatdoth not 
optly iuſtifie that he bought his office forrea- 
die money, andthatno man ought to maruell 
| tf hedeſretofill vp the empty hole of his ſtock 
azaine. And therefore juſtice is throughe all 
Fraunce vſually bought for money, & though 
there be never ſo many murders conumined,

This butcherly ſlaughter of Paris thus per= |
